The siin ris«8 this morning to adorn 


the one hundred and eighth anniversary 
of the greatest e-vent in the history of 
the American Nation. It is unnecessary 
to dwell upon the circumstances which 
brought abont the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, by which the colonies re- 
nounced their allegiance to tho mother 
country, nor to the intervening events 
which made it a free and independent 
nation. They are familiar to every 
school-boy in the land. The Republic, 
•which sprung Phoenix like from the 
nshes of the .Revolutionary War, -was an 
experiment the success of which has 
doubtless exceeded the fondest antici- 
pations of its wise builders. Its power, 
its valor, and the principles of its coii' 
situation have been put to severe teats, 
but it has always oome out victorious 
until it stands to-day the peer of th< 
great«st nations of tho world, and the 
great problem of the power of man for 
self-government, which had always beeu 
denied before its existence, has long 
been conceded, through its example, lo 
have become an established fact.

THE VICE _>JPIIES1DB!«CY. 


Four times within the last forty-three 


ytara the Vice Presidency has "proved 
of more importance to the country than 
the intended Presidency during the 
same respective Urrns. Of the nine 
Presidents elected ainoe 1840, four, or 
nearly one-half, hare vacated the office 
by death and left it to their constitu- 
tional successors. These Vice Presi- 
dents have occupied the executive chair 
fourteen years out of the forty-three, or 
nearly one-third of the time. 
As two of 


the four Presidents have died from as- 
sassination, and as cranks have been 
captured from time to time who were 
plotting the murder of others, the lives 
of Presidents are becoming a very un- 
certain quantity. Now it is a fact that 
there was a great deal of carelessness 
abont the nomination of all of these 
lucky Vice Presidents. They were the 
creatures of accident almost as much in 
the lower as in the higher office. 
Tyler 


was a friend of Henry Clay who wept 
when the great statesman was defeated 
iu convention in 1840, and his nomina- 
tion on the ticket with Harrison was a 
sop to the disappointed Clay men. Till- 
more in 1818 was nominated for the 
same reason. 
Ciay had been defsated 


again and Fillmore was taken because 
he had been defeated as the Clay can- 
didate for Governor iu 1844. Andrew 
Johnson was given the nomination in 
1SS4 that Ilannibal Eamliu had fairly 
e \rued,

Lincoln 


thought the selection of a Southern 
loyal Democrat would strip the con- 
tejt of every sectional aspect and be 
an assurance to tho people of the South 
of the kindly intentions of the Admin- 
istration toward them.

When Fillmore became President,the

Why tbe People Xiike Bliiiiie and

The people like Blaiue partly because 


he is n hearty, cordial, 
unaffected, 


agreeable man. Nobody can be in his 
society for half an hour without being 
entertained 
and 
impressed. Ha 
is 


genial and unaffected. 
Even when he 


is acting he is true to nature, and car- 
ries his auditor along. 


As a party man Blaine is just as 


whole soiiled as he is in a coterie of his 
cronies.

To the 
hereditary antagonist, foe, and rival of 
the United States, to England, his flag 
is never lowered, not even in osremony. 


Civililization and intelligence con- 


stantly tend to obliterate barbarism and 
barbarous impulses; but we suppose 
that in the heart of every American of 
revolutionary descent, fed on the mem- 
ories of that momentous struggle, edu- 
cated in the Fourth of July orations of 
thirty-five years ago, there lurks, not- 
withstanding all tho effects of culture 
and Christianity, a certain animosity to- 
wards the mother country towards Eng- 
land, The feeling is not so strong, of 
course, as that which prevails in all 
Irishmen; but it is strong, nevertheless. 
This sentiment Blaine represents and

Democrats, who imagine that this sort 
of inborn passion, avowed or hidden, 
is a thing that can be despised in a 
Presidential canvass, do not consider 
the facts with adequate wisdom.
